There is one at 
each end of the car. and the one at the 
forward end is the one to be rung. 
I mention this fact beeuise a green 
conductor 1 had with me a lew weeks 
ago Spent a week With me, and you 
Ooald not imagine that a human being 
could be so stupid. He tried to run 
one trip alone, and he succeeded 
in ringing the wrong indicator repeal 
ediy, in ringing the indicator when he 
intended to ring the bell lo stop the 
ear, in stopping the Oar at the wrong 
crossing, and, in fact, blundering at
